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RECENT  TRENDS  IN  PRODUCTION  AND  TRADE 
LARD,  TALLOW  AND  GREASES 
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The  United  States  presently  accounts  for  nearly  one-third  of  the 
world  production  of  lard  and  over  half  the  total  output  of  tallow  and 
greases.    Also,  we  are  by  far  the  major  exporter.    In  1955  the  United 
States  exported  562  million  pounds  of  lard  and  1.3  billion  pounds  of 
tallow  and  greases,  or  more  than  80  percent  of  the  total  world  trade  in 
these  commodities.    Supplies  of  U.S.  animal  fats  available  for  export 
will  probably  be  larger  in  1956.    Practically  no  lard  and  only  minor 
quantities  of  tallow  are  imported  into  this  country. 


UNITED  STATES  NOW  MAJOR  SUPPLIER 
OF  TALLOW  AND  GREASE 

World  and  United  States  Exports  of  Tallow  and  Grease 
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World  production  of  lard  and  unrendered  hog  fat  (in  terms  of  lard) 
in  1955  is  estimated  at  8.5  billion  pounds  or  substantially  larger  than 
the  8.0  billion  pounds  produced  in  195U.    Most  of  the  increase  was  in 
United  States  lard  but  production  was  up  in  almost  every  major  pork  pro- 
ducing country,    U.S.  production  last  year  was  2.67  billion  pounds,  an 
increase  of  lli.  percent  from  the  195U  output. 

United  States1  share  of  world  lard  exports  during  1935-39  was  U6 
percent,  or  166  million  pounds,  but  increased  markedly  during  and  after 
the  war.    In  1951  and  1952  U.S.  exports  of  689  million  pounds  and  63U 
million  pounds,  respectively,  accounted  for  nearly  90  percent  of  the 
total  trade.    U.S.  exports  dropped  in  1953  but  shipments  were  up  again 
in  195U  and  1955.    This  trend  is  expected  to  continue  in  1956. 

Exports  from  the  United  States  in  1955  of  562  million  pounds 
represented  an  increase  of  nearly  100  million  pounds  from  195ii  and  were 
well  over  3  times  the  prewar  movement.    The  larger  export  of  lard  last 
year  was  due  primarily  to  increased  domestic  production  and  lower  prices. 

Heavier  exports  to  Europe,  the  major  area  market  in  1955 ,  largely 
accounted  for  the  overall  increase  in  total  shipments.    Exports  to  the 
United  Kingdom  were  up  sharply  for  the  second  successive  year  and  totaled 
167  million  pounds.    Quantities  going  to  Western  Germany,  Austria  and  The 
Netherlands  also  were  larger  than  in  195 k* 

Total  exports  to  North  American  countries  were  up  moderately.  Larger 
exports  to  Cuba,  Canada,  and  Guatemala  offset  smaller  shipments  to  Mexico 
and  Panama.  Cuba  was  the  most  important  single  market  for  U.S.  lard  from 
1952  through  195U,  but  was  second  to  United  Kingdom  last  year. 

U.S.  lard  exports  to  South  America  -were  slightly  larger  than  in  195U 
with  the  largest  quantities  going  to  Peru  and  Bolivia.    Exports  to  Ecuador 
were  substantially  below  previous  years. 

Outside  of  the  United  States,  only  European  production  of  lard  is 
presently  of  any  great  commercial  importance.    Production  in  South  American 
countries  varies  widely,  and  with  the  exception  of  Argentina  is  generally 
below  domestic  requirements.    Brazil  exported  sizeable  quantities  of 
lard  in  pre -World  War  IT  years  but  is  currently  in  short  supply. 
Argentina's  exports  of  lard  reached  a  peak  in  19U5  with  shipments  of 
nearly  120  million  pounds,  practically  all  of  it  to  other  South  Ama:ican 
countries.    Since  then  Argentine  exports  have  been  on  a  much  smaller 
scale,  and  in  1$>55  they  were  only  around  10  million  pounds.

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The  major  lard  exporting  countries  in  Europe  are  Denmark,  Belgium- 
Luxembourg,  France,  and  The  Netherlands.  As  a  rule,  most  of  the  Danish 
lard  is  exported  to  the  United  Kingdom,  but  in  195U  and  1955  more  than 
half  of  the  total  went  to  Austria,  Germany,  Czechoslovakia,  and  Hungary, 
The  main  market  for  Dutch  shipments  in  1955  j  largely  refined  re-exports 
of  U.S.  hog  fat,  was  Yugoslavia  while  large  quantities  ware  exported  to 
Hungary,  The  United  Kingdom,  Eastern  and  Western  Germany  and  Czechoslovakia, 

Tallow  and  Grease 

World  production  of  tallow  and  grease  in  1955  is  estimated  at  6,0 
billion  pounds,  considerably  larger  than  in  19  5U  and  nearly  twice  the 
prewar  average.    The  increase  in  postwar  production  is  largely  the  result 
of  expansion  in  the  U.S.  beef  industry. 

Prior  to   World  War  II ,  the  United  States*  production  of  tallow  and 
greases  accounted  for  about  one-third  of  the  estimated  world  output, 
U.S.  pro  diction  rose  sharply  during  the  war,  tapered  off  somewhat  in  the 
immediate  postwar  years,  and  then  increased  gradually  to  a  record  3*17 
billion  pounds  in  1955. 

European  production  of  tallow  and  grease  has  continued  to  recover 
from  the  effects  of  the  war  and  is  currently  well  above  prewar  levels. 
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Other  important  tallow  producing  countries  are  Canada,  Mexico,  Argentina, 
Brazil,  Colombia,  Uruguay,  Australia,  and  New  Zealand.    Except  for  the 
United  States,  only  Australia  and  New  Zealand  are  important  as  net  ex- 
porters today.    Argentina  was  the  largest  exporter  of  tallow  in  the 
1935-39  period,  and  through  191$  was  a  major  supplier.    Since  then  Argen- 
tina's exports  have  been  at  a  sharply  reduced  rate. 

Since  19U8,  the  United  States  has  been  the  most  important  source  of 
tallow  and  grease  in  world  trade.    U.S.  exports  were  sizeable  prior  to 
1935 9  but  the  severe  droughts  of  19 3k  and  1936  resulted  in  sharply  reduced 
shipments.    This  was  further  reflected  by  a  net  import  position  during 
the  1935-39  period.    Exports  remained  of  little  importance  during  World 
War  II  and  in  the  immediate  postwar  years.    In  19h9  U.S.  exports  rose 
sharp]y  to  U61j  million  pounds  and  have  continued  to  increase  in  succeeding 
years. 

United  States    exports  of  tallow  and  greases  reached  a  record  1,328 
million  pounds  in  1955  as  against  1,198  million  pounds  in  195U.  In 
1935-39  exports  averaged  only  21  million  pounds.    The  high  level  of  ship- 
ments during  and  since  the  war  is  largely  the  result  of  rapidly  increased 
production  and  the  declining  use  of  inedible  tallow  and  greases  in  the 
manufacture  of  soap.    Of  the  total  1955  exports,  all  but  3k  million 
pounds  were  classified  as  inedible  products.    The  low  prices  and  standard 
high  quality  of  U.S.  tallow  and  grease  were  factors  contributing  to  the 
record  export  in  the  past  year. 

Western  Europe  continued  as  the  major  area  outlet  for  U.S.  inedible 
tallows  and  greases  with  57  percent  of  the  total  shipments.  Shipments 
to  the  Netherlands,  the  largest  single  market,  Italy,  and  Belgium  were 
up  substantially  and  exports  to  Western  Germany  were  down  only  slightly. 

Experts  to  Japan,  second  only  to  The  Netherlands,  were  up  and  consti- 
tuted the  bulk  of  the  quantity  going  to  Asia.    However,  increases  also 
occurred  in  shipments  to  Korea,  the  Philippines  and  Taiwan.    Mexico,  Cuba, 
and  Canada  were  the  principal  North  American  destinations,  and  Egypt  and 
the  Union  of  South  Africa  the  major  outlets  in  Africa. 

Export  Market  Outlook  for  U.S.  Animal  Fats 

In  the  earlier  postwar  years  world  supplies  of  all  fats  and  oils 
were  well  below  demand  and  U.S.  surplus  animal  fats  found  a  ready  foreign 
outlet.    The  heavy  export  of  lard,  tallow  and  grease  has  done  much  to 
ease  the  pressure  on  the  livestock  industry.    However,  production  of  both 
fnimal  and  vegetable  fats  and  oils  has  been  increasing  steadily  in  most 
producing  countries,  and  it  is  now  necessary  to  sell  our  surplus  animal 
fats  in  a  competitive  world  market. 

Prices  of  U.S.  animal  fats  currently  are  low  in  relation  to  other 
fats  and  oils.    In  addition,  large  quantities  of  animal  fats,  and 
particularly  lard,  have  been  authorized  for  export  under  Public  Law  1*80 


and  International  Cooperation  Administration  programs.    Agreements  under 
Public  Law  U80  include  88  million  pounds  of  lard  to  Yugoslavia,  16  million 
to  Austria,  11  million  to  Brazil,  3  million  to  Chile  and  1  million  pounds 
of  lard  to  Paraguay*    Chile  also  is  taking  5,5  million  pounds  of  edible 
tallow •    Another  important  Public  Law  U80  program  calls  for  exports  of 
about  10  million  pounds  of  inedible  tallow  and  greases  to  Spain.  Under 
these  conditions  exports  should  continue  high  throughout  1956  and  1957  • 
A  continually  expanding  livestock  industry  makes  the  maintaining  and  ex- 
panding of  our  foreign  markets  increasingly  important*
